THE  25-YEAR-OLD  grandson  of 
Winston  Churchill  traced  the  hist- 
ory of  changing  politics  in  Europe 
from  the  World  War  II  era  to  the 
present  time. 

“Europe  lay  in  ruins  in  1945,” 
he  said.  “And  it  was  only  with  the 
efforts  of  the  United  States  through 
the  Marshall  Plan  and  NATO  that 
Europe  got  on  its  feet  again.” 

THE  BRITISH  author  and  radio 
commentator  called  the  economic 
recovery  a miracle  but  lamented 
the  facLthat  it  did  not  produce  a 
“United  Europe  as  the  U.S.  and 
others  desired. 

He  listed  reasons  for  Europe  to 
fail  to  unite.  One  factor  was  the 
1957  Treaty  of  Rome  ,and  an  other 
the  failure  of  the  European  Com- 
mon Market  to  operate  successful- 
ly-

"WE  WERE  trying  to  solve  some 
problems  about  our  entrance  into 
the  Common  Market  when  De- 
Gaulle  slamrried  the  door  in  our 
face,”  he  said.  “Precisely  because 
those  problems  were  going  to  be 
solved,  it  was  slamm^.” 


Churchill  maintained  that  the 
French  leader  poses  a threat  not 
only  to  the  success  of  the  Common 
Market  but  to  all  of  unified  Eu- 
rope as  a whole. 

EDWARD  HEATH,  leader  of  the 
Convervative  Party  in  England  was 
quoted  by  him  as  saying,  “Britian’s 
destiny  is  in  Europe;  Europe’s 
destiny  is  in  unity— and  DeGaulle 
blocks  all  this.” 

The  famed  statesmen’s  grandson 
concluded  his  talk  by  urging  in- 
creased aid  with  food  to  under- 
developed countries  to  prevent  the 
threat  of  Communism  and  especi- 
ally Red  China. 

"WE  MUST  TRY  to  repeat  the 
miracle  of  Europe  in  post-war 
years  in  the  rest  of  the  world,” 
Churchill  suggested.

Saturday  the  Brigham  Youn?  Univer- 
sity Cougars  will  meet  the  Utah  State  Uni- 
versity Aggies  in  one  of  the  more  interest- 
ing football  games  of  the  season. 

Of  special  interest  to  the  studentbodies 
of  both  schools  is  the  fact  that  the  winner 
gets  to  keep  the  traditional  wagon  wheel — 
or  at  least  that  used  to  be  the  way  things 


were. 

It  now  appeal’s,  however,  that  BYU  is 
not  only  agreeable,  but  seems  to  be  very 
willing  to  let  the  Utah  State  boys  and  girls 
keep  Uie  wheel  as  long  as  they  desire,  no 
matter  who  wins  the  game. 

Two  weeks  ago,  the  "wagon  wheel,  which 
BYU  won  by  virtue  of  the  efforts  put  forth 
by  its  football  team  a year  ago  in  a 28-14 
victory  over  the  Farmers,  was  removed 
from  its  resting  place  in  the  Wilkinson  i'en- 
ter  by  a group  of  Utah  State  students. 

Admittedly,  this  was  a clever  accom- 
plishment of  the  plowboys,  and  BYU  stu- 
dents are  still  surprised  that  the  plowboy 
mentality  could  have  done  it  in  such  a neat 
fashion. 

But,  instead  of  accepting  the  challenge 
to  recoup  the  loss  with  a similar  stroke  of 
brilliance,  BYU  came  up  with  a plowboy 
mentality  of  its  own  and  did  nothing.

He  w’ent  on  to  say  that  “We’ve  (BYU 
Blue  Key  members)  decided  to  let  them 
keep  the  wheel  up  there  until  the  Saturday 
morning  before  the  game  when  it  will  be 
turned  back  to  our  cheerleaders.  We  don’t 
want  to  deny  them  the  privilege  of  having 
the  wheel  for  once  in  such  a long  time.”

The  wheel  may  have  originally  been  pur- 
chased by  the  Blue  Key  chapters  of  both 
schools,  but  in  the  years  since  then',  the  tra- 
dition of  the  wagon  wheel  has  made  it  part 
of  every  student  who  attends  this  Univer- 
sity. 

Tile  wheel  belonged  here,  and  it  was 
stolen.  The  supixised  brotherhood  of  the 
BYU  and  USU  Blue  Key  chapters  cannot 
change  that.  Let’s  hope  the  BYU  football 
team  doesn’t  hold  such  a benevolent  atti- 
tude towards  the  Aggies.

Recent  demonstrations  against 
the  war  in  Viet  Nam  have  touch- 
ed off  a wave  of  speak-ins,  letter 
writing,  and  other  demonstrations 
to  show  suppowt  for  the  Johnson 
administration’s  foreign  policy. 

MANY  OF  .the  demonstrations 
of  support  for  President  Johnson 
are  prefaced  with  similar  state- 
ments: that  those  who  oppose  the 
w'ar  in  Viet  Nam  represent  only 
a small  proportion  of  the  nation’s , 
college  students. 

At  the  same  time  the  Gallup 
Institute  released  its  most  recent 
poll  which  indicated  that  those 
who  favor  U.  S.  policy  in  Viet 
Nam  outnumber’  tWe  who  op- 
pose it  by  a lopsided  five-to-two 
ratio.  “The  percentage  voicing 
their  approval  of  U.  S.  policy  has 
risen  steadily  since  mid-June,” 
the  report  said. 

SOME  observers  believe  the  in- 
crease in  public  approval  of  the 
war  effort  is  related  both  to  an 
increasing  string  of  U.  S.  military 
victories  in  Viet  Nam  and  to  the 
recent  protests  against  the  war. 

As  one  college  student  put  it, 
“These  demonstrations  are  giving 
all  college  students  a bad  name 
and  some  of  us  get  a little  ticked 
off  about  it.”  The  student,  a 19- 
year  old  sophomore  at  Northwest- 
ern, said,  “It’s  bad  that  it  is  no 
longer  ‘in’  to  be  patriotic.” 

THE  POSSIBILITY  of  reprisals 
against  all  college  studente  by  lo- 
cal draft  boards  concerns  Selec- 
tive Service  Director  Lewis  B. 
Hershey. 

Hershey  says  that  about  one 
per  cent  of  the  nation’s  college 
students  with  military  deferments 
are  involved  in  the  protests.  “My 
real  concern,”  he  says,  “is  that 
some  local  boards  may  react  to 
all  this  agitation  by  cancelling  all 
student  deferments.” 

THE  NEW  forms  of  expression 
range  all  the  way  from  unquali- 
fied support  of  the  administra- 
tion’s policy  in  Viet  Nam,  to  the 
more  moderate  groups  who  decry 
the  militant  protest  demonstra- 
tions but  want  to  reevaluate  U.  S. 
policy. 

About  1,000  Yale  students  were 
drawn  to  a rally  coinciding  with 
a visit  to  the  campus  by  Vice 
President  Humphrey.  The  stu- 
dents presented  the  vice  presi- 
dent with  550  signatures  that  said, 
in  part,  “We  may  disagree,  about 
the  war  but  we  believe  this  dis- 
agreement should  not  be  express- 
ed in  such  a way  as  to  endanger 
the  lives  of  American  soldiers  or 
to  encourage  other  countries  in 
their  pursuit  of  war.” 

IT  IS  the  after  effects  of  a 
teach-in  that  has  been  churning 
up  the  New  Jersey  political  scene. 
At  Rutgers  University  Prof.  Eu- 
gene Genovese  told  a teach-in  au- 
dience last  spring  that  if  the  U.  S. 
followed  its  present  policy  in  Asia, 
he  would  welcome  a Viet  Cong 
victory  in  Viet  Nam. 

State  Sen.  Wayne  Dumont,  Re- 
publican candidate  for  governor, 
promptly  demanded  Genovese’s 
dismissal  and  an  “investigation” 
of  the  Rutger’s  situation.  Gov. 
Richard  Hughes,  a Democrat  run- 
ning for  re-election,  came  to  the 
defense  of  Genovese’s  right  to 
speak,  and  the  issue  has  become 
one  of  the  most  controversial  of 
the  gubernatorial  race. 

A DREW  University  teacher, 
James  Mellen,  who  told  a Rutgers 
audience  that  he  supported  Gen- 
ovese's view  was  told  his  contract 
would  not  be  renewed  after  the 
current  school  year  by  his  uni- 
versity. His  speech  was  called 
“irresponsible”  by  the  Drew  uni- 
versity president,  but  the  grounds 
for  his  dismissal  were  academic 
reasons  having  nothing  to  do  with 
his  Rutgers  speech.

THE  CREWS  may  be  able  to  see 
one  another  through  the  spacecraft 
windows.  But  there  will  be  no  at- 
tempt at  docking  or  other  actual 
contact  and  no  space  walks. 

Apparently  king-sized  “ifs”  incir- 
cle the  plan. 

OFFICIALS  SEE  a little  better 
than  50-50  chance  of  getting  a pair 
of  space  capsules  aloft,  each  with 
a two-man  crew.  But  they  are  cit- 
ing no  odds  on  maneuvering  them— 
twice,  perhaps— to  a point  where 
they  may  be  only  feet  apart  while 
streaking  through  space  at  18,000 
miles  an  hour. 

There  is  some  chance  the  twin 
flights  can  be  attempted  as  early 
as  December  from  Cape  Kennedy, 
Fla. 

IF  ALL  GOES  WELL,  Gemini  7 
and  its  two-man  crew  will  be  roc- 
keted aloft  first  on  a 14-day  en- 
durance flight.  Then  Gemini  6— the 
craft  that  failed  to  get  away  on  a 
space  docking  expedition  last  Mon- 
day—will  be  put  up  seven  or  eight 
days  later  with  two  more  space- 
men. 

Gemini  6 probably  will  be  up  a 
couple  of  days.  In  this  period, 
while  the  capsules  .are* orbiting  to- 
gether, they  will  try  formation  fly- , 
ing  and  what  space  officials  callj 
visual  meetings.

"THIS,"  Moyers  said,  “would  be 
unprecedented  from  our  stand- 
point.” 

The  Russians  put  twin,  manned 
spaceships  in  orbit  in  June  of  1963. 
But  U.S.  space  experts  figure  they 
didn’t  fly  formation  and  their  close- 
st approach  was  about  three  miles. 

A SPOKESMAN  FOR  the  man- 
ned space  flight  center  said  at  Hou- 


ston, Tex.,  that  the  U.S.  spacecraft 
would  be  “flying  all  around  each 
other,  side  by  side,  behind  and  in 
front,  up  and  down  from  each 
other.” 

“Each  craft,”  he  said,  “has  the 
capability  to  maneuver  in  space 
and  I am  sure,  the  astronauts  will 
be  taking  pictures  of  each  other, 
talking  to  each  other  on  the  radio, 
and  they  would  be  able  to  see  each 
other  through  the  windows.” 


College  ‘Backfire’  Movement 
Begun  On  National  Campuses 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-A  new 
backfire  against  Viet  Nam  protest 
movements  on  college  campuses 
was  started  Thursday  by  student 
leaders  who  said  “The  radicals  do 
not  speak  for  our  generation.” 

MEANTIME,  officials  of  85  col- 
leges and  universities  told  the  As- 
sociated Press  the  protests  against 
U.S.  policy  in  Viet  Nam  or  against 
the  draft  involve  only  a small  core 
of  dissenters. 

In  some  universities  these  move- 
ments have  enlisted  as  few  as  25 
students  among  enrollments  of  12, 
000  or  more,  educational  admini- 
strations told  AP. 

THE  NEWEST  backfire  took  the 
form  of  the  launching  here  of  a 
bipartisan  “Student  Committee  For 
the  Defense  of  Viet  Nam.”  Its 
leaders,  at  a news  conference  at 
Georgetown  University,  said  they 


hope  to  rally  nationwide  student 
support  for  U.S.  policy  in  Viet  Nam 
to  counteract  the  “anti”  demon- 
strations, which  have  included 
some  draft-card  burnings. 

One  of  the  leaders,  Tom  Pauk- 
sen,  21,  of  Dallas,  Tex.,  National 
Chairman  of  College  Young  Re- 
publicans, said: 

"IT  DISTURBS  me  greatly  as 
a young  person  to  see  irrespons- 
ible campus  elements  gaining  such 
widespread  public  attention.”  He 
said  these  elements  “Represent 
nothing  more  than  a small,  noisy 
minority.” 

Thomas  J.  Kane,  Jr.  of  New 
York,  a Georgetown  student  lead- 
er and  a Democrat,  said  the  new 
movement  will  seek  to  create 
awareness  “Of  the  gross  misre- 
presentation by  a small  few  of  the 
American  college  conscience.”
